The Howards had their hands full yesterday, 
to the extent that they were forced to employ 
two additional physicians to respond to the 
increase eof Calls While the apparent 
spread of the disease so early in the season 
is not comfortable to contemplate, there is 
something to console inthe low proportion of 
deaths.

and service. Ofcourse it was thought that 
Mr. Baier, hav.ne¢ received his appointment in 
the regular way of promot:on, would carry out 
the 2 set bim by the Judges.

It appeays tnat East St. Louis will newer get 
id of the old quarreis that have 80 long made 
the place a mortal terror to the peaceabin citi- 
zens who happen to live there, Yesterday 
something before 11 o’clock two men, ones 
policeman named William Wallsee, anu the 
other a notorious rough named Jack Sullivan, 
met on St. Clair avenue in front of asaioen and 
began toshoot at cach other. Sullivan. from 
all accounts, shot first, and made an un- 
provoked assault. Wallace responded and 
Soon brought Sullivan down, sending a ballet 
through his left breast, which laid him out iz 
thirty minutes, Dut not until after he had gc 
a ball through both thighs. A great 
crowd gathered, but there was nothing 


more than talk indulged in. The body ot Sul- 
livan wassoon removed to his own house to be 
gieeied by thetears and sobs of a he and 
two children, whiic Wallace managed to get to 
lis bome, where he soonjhad ell the attention 
mut care could bestow. The two men were old 
enemies. Sullivan hud been a Bowmanite 
und Wallace 11 Wider man. 
lhey not ouly belonged to 
opposing factions, but there had been s hostile 
meeting between them in April, 1878, ata city 
election. Sullivan had often said he would eet 
even with Wallace, and the poliee of Bast st. 
Louis have long expected to have a fatal affray 
with him some day. He was ont on a protract- 
ed spree Saturday night, and had got been 
to bed when he met Wallace Sanday morning. 
Hie wasfull of the dying liquor, tired, and 
that irritable condition that comes from A 
lust hours of adebauch. When he saw Wal- 
luce it was the signal for the retearn of old 
bates, andina moment the fatal weapon wag 
whipped out and at its deadly work. 
But the wary peliceman was two 
much forbim, and beat him at his own des- 
pcerate gulme. 

Coroner Bader, of Belleville, was snmmoned 
immediately afterthe killing, but did not get 
to the ground until nearly dark last evening;
